RETAIL CENTRES across West 
Lancashire and Sefton got back to 
business on Monday, prompting an 
influx of visitors keen to rediscover high 
street shopping following weeks of 
lockdown.

The government announced that the 
High Streets Task Force will provide access 
to cutting-edge tools, training, information 
and advice for high streets across England 
as part of efforts to get shops back in busi- 
ness safely. 

This support is open to local councils and

The support will form one part of the Task 
Force’s four-year programme which will 
focus on the long-term transformation of 
town and city centres and helping com- 
munities reimagine and revitalise their high 
streets. 

A newly-formed Task Force board will 
guide the work of the Task Force and act as 


a national voice for high streets, supporting 
them to transform town and city centres.

Mark Robinson, Chair of the Task Force, 
added: “This long-term initiative, run- 
ning until 2024, shows the government’s 
commitment to our towns and the trans- 
formation required. I look forward to 
making change happen. 

“The Task Force has already provided 
invaluable advice to town centre stake- 
holders in the current crisis and we will 
continue to build capacity, promoting 
best practice, led by research and evid- 
enced by data.

Parking charges in 
town centres to 
remain suspended 


Council hopes it will help businesses back on their feet

PARKING charges will remain suspended by 
West Lancs Council until the start of 
September - providing a major boost for 
local businesses as they reopen following 
the lockdown. 

The local authority stopped charging for 
parking during the coronavirus outbreak, and 
they have now confirmed a plan to keep this in 
place until at least September 1. 

It will come as welcome news for businesses 
based in town centres, including Ormskirk, as 
it could tempt more people to shop local. 

There had been concern from some council- 
lors that the parking charges would be 
reinstated at a crucial time for local busi- 
nesses, as the government allows ‘non- 
essential retail stores’ to reopen this week. 

From Monday, June 15 most shops have 
been able to reopen after spending months 
closed. 

A spokesperson for the authority said: “There 
will be lots of signage in Ormskirk Town 
Centre reminding shoppers to keep a safe dis- 
tance and we have been surveying local 
retailers on how we can help them meet the 
social distancing rules for their customers. 

“Parking charges will remain suspended in 
Council-run car parks until at least September 
1, 2020 to help support the recovery of the 
town centre.

“The layout of the market has been carefully 
considered and we will only reopen the mar- 
ket if the five coronavirus tests are met locally 
as set out by Lancashire’s Director of Public 
Health.” 

Councillor Ian Moran, Leader of the Coun- 
cil, believes shop owners are ready to 
welcome back their customers, but has urged 
locals to stay two metres apart to ensure 
social distancing rules are obeyed.

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Hospital tower to be 
given £15m revamp

PLANS to spend £15million to renovate a 
section of Aintree Hospital have been 
revealed. 

The 125-foot tall Tower Block, which was built 
49 years ago and holds 480 beds, will be given a 
much-needed revamp. 

The building is a local landmark, its 10 floors 
being visible from miles around, including from 
the grandstands at Aintree Racecourse. 

The renovation works will make patients more 
comfortable, while also protecting the building 
from the weather. 

In addition, the hospital’s main entrance will get 
a new contemporary look, improving the environ- 
ment for patients and their visitors. Hospital 
services will continue as normal throughout the 
construction programme, which is expected to 
take two and a half years. 

Steve Warburton, chief executive of Liverpool 
University Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust, which 
runs Aintree University Hospital, said: “This is the 


biggest single investment in Aintree Tower Block 
and will extend its lifespan by up to 30 years. This 
development means that we have invested more 
than £200 million into Aintree’s buildings and 
facilities since 2006. 

“The Tower Block development is great news for 
our patients and staff. It is also a vote of confid- 
ence in the hospital and the vital role it plays for 
the city region’s NHS services. 

“Our staff work hard to provide high-quality 
care for our patients and it is important that our 
buildings support this. 

“This renovation will breathe new life into the 
Tower Block and give it a modern, efficient and 
contemporary feel.” 

Paul Fitzpatrick, Director of Estates and Facilit- 
ies for the Trust, added: “The renovation will 
provide improved insulation, solar reflection and 
natural ventilation helping to manage inside tem- 
peratures all year round. Patients and staff will 
really notice the benefits - cold winters will feel 
warmer, while hot summers will feel cooler.” 

The construction will be carried out by BAM 
Construction, who previously built the £35 mil- 
lion Urgent Care and Trauma centre at Aintree 
University Hospital in 2017.

MORE than 15,300 jobs in West Lancashire have 
been supported by the government’s Coronavirus 
Job Retention Scheme (CJRS) and Self- 
Employment Income Support Scheme (SEISS). 

The financial support, also known as furlough, was 
brought in to mitigate the effects of coronavirus and 
allows employees to receive 80% of their monthly 
salary up to £2,500. 

A similar programme for self-employed workers 
was also brought in, which is a grant paid out in a 
single instalment covering three months and 
amounting to 80% of average profit. 

Businesses have furloughed 11,800 jobs in West 
Lancs, up to 31 May 2020, since the CJRS was 
launched on April 20. 

The scheme will run until the end of October to 
continue the support for jobs and businesses as 
people return to work. 

The SEISS has financially supported 3,500 self- 
employed individuals in West Lancs who have been 
adversely affected by the coronavirus outbreak and 
paid grants worth a total of £23,100,000 up to May 
31. 


On May 29, the Chancellor announced an exten-

sion to this scheme. Those eligible to claim the SEISS 
grant will be able to claim a second and final grant in 
August of up to £6,750. 

Across the UK, some 8.9 million workers have been 
placed on the CJRS ata cost of £19.6bn. A further 2.6 
million self-employed workers in the UK have made 
claims worth £7.5bn. 

Rishi Sunak, Chancellor of the Exchequer, said: 
“The UK Government is doing everything we can to 
protect jobs and businesses in the North West and 
across the UK during the crisis. Our unprecedented 
job retention and self-employment support schemes 
have supported the livelihoods of millions and will 
help ensure our recovery is as swift as possible.”

LANCASHIRE County Council has been allocated 
more than £6,300,000 from the government to 
support the new Test and Trace service to combat 
the spread of the coronavirus. 

Local authorities across England have shared a total 
of £300million to develop tailored outbreak control 
plans, working with the service, their local NHS and 
other stakeholders. 

Work on local outbreak control plans has already 
begun, focusing on identifying and containing poten- 
tial outbreaks in communal areas such as 
workplaces, housing complexes, care homes and 
schools. 

Local authorities will also need to ensure testing 
capacity is deployed effectively to high-risk loca- 
tions. 

The government say funding has been allocated to 
councils based on need, with additional funding 
provided for communities with lower incomes and 
higher demand for local healthcare settings. 

Minister for Patient Safety, Suicide Prevention and 
Mental Health, Nadine Dorries, said: “The funding 
awarded will help each local area work hand in hand 
Public Health England and contact tracers to focus on 
the containment of local outbreaks, to control the 
transmission of this virus.

The Test and Trace service is now active 


“The public response to the rollout of NHS Test and 
Trace has been fantastic, and we continue to rely on 
everyone to play their part and follow the latest 
guidelines. If you have symptoms of the virus, please 
book a test immediately and if you are contacted by 
the tracing service, it is vital that you follow their 
advice.” 

The NHS Test and Trace service works by alerting 
people who may have been in close contact with a 
confirmed case of the coronavirus and asking them 
to self-isolated for 14 days to reduce the risk of them 
passing it on to anyone else. 

They can also be tested quickly if they develop 
symptoms. If the test is positive then they in turn will 
be contacted to ask about any interactions they may 
have had before they self-isolated.

SOME dental practices in West Lancashire have 
started to reopen for face-to-face appointments. 

Not all practices will be able to reopen immedi- 
ately and when they do, the reopening is likely to 
be phased as they undertake the work required to 
ensure the safety of patients and staff. 

In this early phase of reopening, which started 
on Monday, June 8, treatment is likely to be for 
urgent cases only, and some patients may be 
referred elsewhere for some treatment. 

Some of the changes patients will notice are 
that they will not be admitted to practices until 
the time of their appointment; they will have to 
complete a screening process which could be 
online or on the phone before treatment begins; 
waiting areas will be cleared and staff will be 
wearing appropriate personal protection equip- 
ment (PPE). Practices will be making patients 
aware of these changes. 

Alongside the phased re-opening of dental 
practices, Urgent Dental Centres (UDCs) that 
were set up during the pandemic will continue to

provide urgent dental treatment for some 
patients. 

Anthony Leo, Director of Primary Care and Pub- 
lic Health at NHS North West, said: “Some dental 
practices across the region will start to open for 
face to face appointments and further practices 
will reintroduce services once they are in a posi- 
tion to do so. They will do this in a safe and 
managed way. 

“Patients will notice some changes - all aimed at 
providing a safe environment and safe services 
for patients and staff. These precautions will slow 
the pace at which clinicians are able to work, and 
we are grateful to all patients for their under- 
standing and cooperation while we progress to a 
more routine level of dental and hygiene care.” 

People should initially contact their dental 
practice by phone or email. They will be given 
advice or offered an appointment if appropriate.

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THE coronavirus pandemic has undoubtedly 
changed everyone’s lives - but perhaps none 
more so than frontline workers at the NHS. 

Staff at Southport and Ormskirk NHS Trust have 
spoken to the Champion on how their roles changed 
— some drastically - when preparations were put in 
place to deal with the disease when it took hold in 
our hospitals in March. 

Many were taken off their normal roles and trans- 
ferred to hospitals in Sefton and West Lancs to help 
the fight against Covid. Some were even put on the 
frontline on wards where coronavirus patients were 
being treated. Others were moved to roles that were 
far removed from their normal daily duties. 

Trish and Liz, moved from sexual health promo- 
tions services, to patient communications. 

The pair revealed the transfer was a ‘baptism of 
fire’ but found it a ‘positive and rewarding experi- 
ence’ despite being ‘incredibly nervous’ beforehand. 
They went ward-to-ward organising face-to-face 
calls for patients via iPads and Zoom. 

Trish said: “There were tears of sadness, of joy and 
of laughter! It was an honour and a privilege to help 
patients and their families. We were able to stop 
and chat to patients too and provide some extra 
reassurance to them during such a difficult time.” 

Liz continued: “There was a really good sense of 
positivity in all of the wards at the hospitals. The 
staff pulled together in such a wonderful way from 
the very start. 

“We loved being part of the ‘Clap for Carers’ and 
the last one was dedicated to the community, which 
was amazing.” 


Champ takes a behind-the-scenes look at 
how NHS staff coped at Southport and 
Ormskirk Hospitals as pandemic struck

Emma moved over from her role as a resuscitation 
officer for the Trust to hands-on Intensive Care Unit 
nursing. She hadn’t been in such a role for 13 years 
and she admitted it was a ‘steep learning curve’ and 
‘very difficult’ to witness the suffering of patients’. 

She told the Champion: “It was so hard not to see 
instant progress when Covid patients were being 
treated and I struggled initially as it was a very

physical role, hot and having to wear PPE. 

“Looking back, I am so proud that I was privileged 
enough to be able to make a difference to patients’ 
lives and it meant a lot to be able to help when it 
was all-hands-on-deck. 

“The patients were happier when we started wear- 
ing badges with our names, faces and roles 
displayed as it must have been frightening for them 
not to see anyone’s face. The keepsakes, memory 
boxes and knitted hearts (one for the patient and 
one for their families) after they passed were an 
incredible idea, plus bereavement cards from the 


Trust made a real difference to the families. I have 
even more respect for the ICU team now.” 

Grace, who moved from her role as head of nurs- 
ing to operational management, as she has asthma, 
feared she wouldn't be able to ‘make a difference’ 
during the pandemic, but she was able to make 
well-informed decisions by combining her nursing 


knowledge with clinical understanding. She said: “I 
hadn't realised how much being a nurse meant to 
me, and being part of the NHS. The pandemic has 
opened eyes to how important the NHS is and made 
people recognise the work that we do. 

“I am hoping that this recognition leaves to posit- 
ivity for the NHS going forwards.”

Res- 
idents can also share a recording, video 
or photograph about what life has been 
like at home, work or where they live in 
lockdown. 

“It is entirely up to people themselves 
what they submit. What matters is that 
we make sure that we obtain a contem- 
porary record of first-hand experiences 
of the impact on people's lives. It is 
really important that we keep a record 
to ensure future generations will be able 
to learn about and understand this 


extraordinary period in our time.” 

The service is also trying to collect 
other contemporary material including: 
e Posters and flyers from organisations 
who play an important role in keeping 
vulnerable people safe 
e Material from local business relating to 
closures or changes to how they operate 
e Advice from local organisations about 
hygiene, social distancing and self-isola- 
tion 
e Information about community efforts 
to help vulnerable and isolated persons 
e Information from local schools show- 
casing how they were kept open for 
valuable children and those of key work- 
ers 
e The experiences of parents and carers 
who looked after their children at home

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Police put the brakes 
on speeding motorists 


MORE than 100 cars have been seized and 
almost 150 people either fined or summoned to 
court following a speeding operation carried 
out across Lancashire last month. 

Operation Mantaray ran throughout May target- 
ing every area of the borough, with Lancashire 
Constabulary officers stopping motorists flouting 
the speed limit as well as those committing other 
driving offences such as driving without insur- 
ance. 

The areas targeted included a number of ‘speed- 
ing hotspots’ flagged up to the force by local 
residents. As part of the operation 142 people were 
stopped for speeding and were subsequently either 
fined or reported for summons, with several of 
those stopped doing in excess of 100mph. 

The figure of 142 only accounts for those people 
stopped by officers working on Op Mantaray and 
doesn’t include static speed cameras or safety cam- 
era vans which were also enforcing speed limits. 


A total of 120 cars were also seized for being 
driven without insurance or a licence, or both. 
Officers also stopped a number of motorists for 
drink or drug-driving, driving whilst using a 
mobile phone or driving an un-roadworthy 
vehicle. 

Ch Insp Sue Bushell, of the Lancashire Police Tac 
Ops team, said: “Road safety is always a priority 
for Lancashire Police, as speeding can have utterly 
devastating consequences. Sadly, with less traffic 
on the roads in recent months, we have seen an 
increase in some people driving at excessive 
speeds, potentially putting themselves and others 
at risk. 

“In the ongoing health emergency, keeping the 
pressure off our emergency services, especially the 
NHS, is so important whilst they keep the public 
safe and well throughout this pandemic. If 
someone speeds and get involved in a collision it 
will take up vital resources from the NHS, fire and 
the police.” 

The force say that the operation came about as it 
had become apparent that with less traffic on the 
roads, there had been an increase in motorists driv- 
ing above the speed limit.

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More pupils set to 
go back to school 
after latest advice

SCHOOLS in West Lancashire will be 
able to reopen to more pupils from 
June 22 after the county’s Director of 
Public Health decided that “enough 
progress has been made in the 
county” to revise his advice. 

The Champion has previously repor- 
ted how Dr Sakthi Karunanithi issued 
blanket guidance to schools to delay 
reopening to more pupils because his 
professional view was that two of the 
government’s five coronavirus tests 
were not being met in the county. 

The decision to welcome back more 
pupils to Lancashire’s schools lies with 
head teachers, in consultation with 
their board of governors, taking into 
account their individual circumstances. 

The government says that children 
from Reception, Year 1 and Year 6 can 
now be welcomed back. For secondary 
schools and colleges, the government is 
keen for teachers to have some face-to- 
face contact with specified year groups. 

Dr Karunanithi said: “I am now satis- 
fied that there no longer needs to be 
blanket advice given to Lancashire’s 
schools to delay reopening to more 
pupils. We are seeing encouraging signs 
that there is a reduction in the rate of 
new infections and thankfully there are 
now fewer deaths from this virus — but it 
is important to stress that the prevalence 
of coronavirus is still higher in Lan- 
cashire than elsewhere in the country so 
the room for manoeuvre is limited. 

“Each school should now take into

account their own individual circum- 
stances to determine if they can 
welcome more pupils to Covid-secure 
schools from June 22. 

“There are a number of factors they 
must consider and one of the most crit- 
ical is whether or not they are able to 
introduce effective measures to 
encourage social distancing. 

“That is also important advice for us 
all. This virus has not gone away, and 
there is still a risk that we will face a 
second peak. That makes it vital for us 
to maintain social distancing, wash our 
hands regularly and, if contacted by 
NHS Test and Trace, follow the instruc- 
tions given. Failure to do this could see 
some of the measures to ease restric- 
tions on our lives reversed, and could 
lead to more people dying of 
coronavirus.” 

The county council recognises these 
are exceptional times, so if a child is 
invited back by their school, but par- 
ents choose not to send them, the 
council will not be exercising enforce- 
ment powers such as fines. 
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Council gives green light to £5m road repairs 


A MAJOR boost for Lancashire's 
highways will help bring more roads 
and footpaths into good condition, 
and repair damage caused by flooding 
earlier this year. 

Councillors prioritised improving 
people’s journeys when setting Lan- 
cashire County Council's annual 
budget in February, agreeing to invest 
an extra £5million in renewing vital 
transport infrastructure as part of an 
overall package totalling £33.4m. 

£28.4m worth of improvements were 
initially agreed, and the county coun- 
cil's cabinet has now given the go- 
ahead for a further round of work 
using this extra £5m. 


£1.64m has been allocated to urgent 
repairs following damage caused by 
Storms Ciara and Dennis in February. 
This will prevent more disruption to 
communities, the risk of further 
deterioration to roads and structures, 
and allow badly damaged roads to be 
reopened. 

£1.65m will be invested in improving 
more of the county's busy A, B and C 
roads, as well as those in residential 
areas, adding to £8.9m already alloc- 
ated for these roads in February's 
budget. 

Roads are prioritised for improve- 
ment according to their condition, and 
this will allow the programme to be 


extended to preserve or replace more 
surfaces in need of repair. A further 
£713,192 has been allocated to extend 
the programme to improve pave- 
ments, helping to prevent trips and 
slips. 

Some £500,000 will be put towards 
preventing potholes on rural roads 
using a technique called spray injec- 
tion patching. 

As well as this, £500,000 will be 
invested in projects to address areas of 
deterioration on roads which are too 
extensive to be treated as potholes, 
but too small and localised to qualify 
as part of the programme geared 
towards treating the whole road.

AUS franchise is planning to open its first UK cinema 
in Skelmersdale - 38 years after the town’s last 
cinema closed its doors. 

Star Cinemas, which operates screens in California 
and Arizona plan to deliver an affordable cinema on the 
ground floor of the Concourse Shopping Centre to fur- 
ther extend its retail and leisure offering. 

When it opens, it will be the first cinema in 
Skelmersdale since 1982, when the last large screen 
closed. 

Subject to government restrictions being lifted, Star 
Cinemas aims to open in August or September this year. 

They will be a tenant at the centre, which is owned by 
Skelmersdale Limited Partnership, a joint venture 
between London and Cambridge Properties (LCP) and 
Threadneedle Investments.

Andrew Barrett, retail director at LCP, which is deliver- 
ing the project on behalf of the Skelmersdale Limited 
Partnership, said the launch of a new cinemais an ‘excit- 
ing time’ for the shopping centre and for the residents of 
Skelmersdale.

He said: “It’s a considerable investment, but itis one we 
are prepared to make to improve the shopping centre, 
enhance the leisure facilities and boost the local eco- 
nomy. Bringing the cinema to Skelmersdale will provide 
entertainment facilities to the doorstep of the local com- 
munity. We’re very much looking forward to the cinema 
opening.”

A PSYCHOLOGIST has received international 
recognition for his ground-breaking work on 
trophy hunting and climate change. 

Professor Geoff Beattie, from Edge Hill Uni- 
versity in Ormskirk, who is also an author and 
broadcaster, has had his book, Trophy Hunting, 
named on a shortlist of three to win the Taylor 
and Francis Outstanding Book and Digital 
Product Award. 

The book, nominated in the Outstanding Pro- 
fessional Category, is the first to take a critical 
look at the psychology behind the controversial 
activity of killing often endangered animals for 
sport. 

He examines current research to determine 
whether there really is an evolutionary argu- 
ment for trophy hunting, and what range of 
motivations and personality traits may be 
linked to this activity. The book has been 
described as ‘required reading’ by Will Travers, 
the President and co-founder of the Born Free 
Foundation. 

Geoff said: “This is a great honour especially 
given that Taylor & Francis publish about 7,000 
new books each year, with a backlist of over 
140,000 titles available in print and digital

this award will help draw attention to the book 
and this serious and disturbing topic. The psy- 
chological dimension to trophy hunting needed 
to be explored.” 

Trophy Hunting is a continuation of Geoff’s 
work on protecting the natural world, which 
started with The Psychology of Climate Change, 
co-authored with Edge Hill colleague Dr Laura 
McGuire from the Faculty of Education.

A LITTLE bit of Bellagio could be 
coming to Birkdale in the not-too- 
distant future. Maghull might look a 
teeny bit more like Milan. Trendy young 
things could be treating the beach at 
Crosby like it’s the shoreline of Lake 
Como. 

Well, I hope so anyway, if the latest in a 
long line of efforts to ween us all out of 
our cars works out. In much the same way 
that Italy went into lockdown before we 
did, it’s now come out of the other end 
earlier and is gradually getting back to 
doing all those things it does better than 
anyone else. Top-notch trattorias. Struc- 
turally challenged tourist attractions. 
Designer handbags. The Ferrari F8 Trib- 
uto. 

It’s also particularly good at scooters, as 
anyone who’s ever struggled to get a quiet 
night’s sleep in Naples will testify. The 
latest one’s from a small start-up company 
called Wow! — yes, really, with an excit- 
able exclamation mark! - and I reckon it 
looks sharp enough that it might just 
tempt a few younger motorists who'd oth- 


erwise have to fork 
out a grand just to 
insure a secondhand 
Peugeot 308. It’s 
very on-trend — it’s 
impossible not to 
social distance if 
you're on a scooter — 
and there’s 
something very 
Tron-esque about its 
angular styling. The 
sort of thing the 
chaps at Bertone 
would sketch on a 
Friday night after 
listening to too 
much Daft Punk. 

I reckon, as someone who used to love 
riding around on an old Vespa, that the 
Wow! Model 4 and its hotted-up, faster 
Model 6 sibling would go down a storm 
here, particularly because it doesn’t use 
some clattery old two-stroke to do its bid- 
ding. It’s electric, uses its brakes to 
recover energy, and you can charge it up 
completely in four-and-a-bit hours (try 
doing that in a Nissan LEAF). I’m not 
going to pretend for a moment that Pd 
chop in my MX-5 for one, but as a neat- 
looking second wheels for doing shorter 
trips with a zero emissions feelgood 
factor? I would. 

Except that the Italians aren't bringing it 
over yet. The government, despite openly 
touting e-scooters as part of its plan for a 
carbon-neutral future, hasn’t made it legal

here yet. You can’t ride it on the road (the 
Model 6 can crack 50mph, but with the 
Model 4’s top speed of a dizzying 27mph, 
I’m not sure you'd want to), and you'd get 
wrapped around the knuckles if you tried 
it out on the pavement too. Whitehall has 
launched a trial for e-scooters, with Glas- 
gow and Milton Keynes among the cities 
giving them a go first, but for now the UK 
seems woefully behind the rest of Europe. 
If Boris Johnson — the former motoring 
correspondent for GQ, don’t forget - really 
is insistent that we use our cars less, then 
we might as well do some of the shorter 
journeys on something that looks cool. 
Providing it doesn’t rain, of course...
